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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 119(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Hsu et. al., U.S.P. No.6,263,002. 

Hsu et. al. 002' teaches (Figs. 1-1 1B) a laser output device comprising : 
an optical fiber 7 which is held by a support/ferrule 6 with the end portion (it is inherent 
that the end portion of the fiber is ground and polished before use as is commonly done 
with fiber terminations) of the fiber including a pressed mirror 1 (the mirror is held by 
adhesive bonding which also creates tensile forces) which reflects specific wavelengths 
and is used in conjunction with a pump laser source in order to form a resonant cavity 
with the fiber used being doped with an active material, which clearly, fully meets 
Applicant's claimed limitations. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-8 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Neither Hsu et. al. 002' or any 
of the prior art of record teaches or suggests a laser output device including the 
limitations of claim 1 (or 9) with the additional limitations of a polished curved fiber end 
portion (claim 5), a support portion which presses the mirror into the fiber with a bias 
force (claims 6 and 7) and having a modulation portion which acts to perform spatial 
modulation (claims 8 and 10). 

Claims 11-13 are allowed over the prior art of record. Neither Hsu et. al. 002 or 
any of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed video display 
apparatus including the fiber laser apparatus with wavelength selective mirror, a 
modulation portion and a display portion corresponding to R,G,B lights which projects 
synthesized light to a projection screen. 

The following references are also cited by the Examiner as being pertinent prior 
art: Cho et. al., U.S.P. No. 5,476,461 (Figs.1-3), Naganuma et. aL, U.S.P. No. 
6,310,717 (Figs.1-9), Frapin et. al., U.S.P. No. 5,663,817 (Figs.1-3), Thiel, U.S.P. No. 
3,874,781 (Figs.1-4) and Eide et. al., U.S.P. No. 5,031,984 (Figs.1-13).
